A WOKD FROM POSTMASTER HAWS 

What is the number of your post of- 
; fice box? This is a question that a 
• great many people could not answer 
if you were to ask them. Is it any 
wonder they fail to have their mail 
directed to their box in the post of- 
fice? We have in Narberth an unusual 
condition at this time practically every 
box in the post office is rented, num- 
bering almost 600; of this number 
probably 150 to 200 renters endeavor 
to have their mail addressed to their 
box number. It is not so essential 
that the box number be used by the 
business people of the town, as they 
are well known and their mail can be 
cased up without delay; but it is a 
different matter in respect to private 
families and maids or servants they 
employ. Unless the letter comes 
marked in care of the name of the 
box renter or the box number it often 
requires a search through the tele- 
phone directory or a reference to the 
street directory if street number 
should be given or inquiry by the pos- 
tal employes of persons whom they 
have reason to think may know the 
party in question, all of which re- 
quires time and delay. Until Narberth 
is fortunate enough to secure carrier 
service, which will then require the 
street and house number to be placed 
upon all mail, the box renters should 
endeavor to co-operate with the post 
office force in this matter. Tn case of 
persons of the same name, such as 
Smith, Jones, Brown, Johnson, etc., 
and we have many families of each of 
these names living in Narberth, it be- 
comes a serious matter to determine 
in whose box to put the mail unless 
the box number is given. We have no 
object in miscasing mail: our endea- 
vor is to put it where it belongs. Box 
renters are urged to give this matter 
attention. Advise your correspondents 
and publishers of your box number.

Milk-diiviiig Honors Claimed for IVr- 
clval Roberts, Jr/s Bovine 

Garclauth May Mischief, prize- win- 
ning cow of Percival Roberts, Jr., of 
Penhurst Farm, near, Narberth 
smashed the world's record, accord- 
ing to her caretaker, when, rounding 
out her last day of a year's test, 
she had averaged in that time 
six pounds more of milk a day than 
the previous record-holder, which 
was raised on the same farm. 

Miss Mischief's record for the year 
was 25,328 pounds of milk, or nearly 
6!) Mi pounds average for each day. 
Measured in quarts, her record day 
was marked when she delivered 4S 
quarts within a period of twenty-four 
hours. 

This valuable bovine was selected 
by Mr. Roberts himself in Scotland, 
and is an Ayrshire. She is now seven 
years old. 

The previous high record is claim- 
ed for the same farm and was estab- 
lished in 1913, when another of Mr. 
Roberts' cows gave 23,022 pounds of 
milk in a year, or an average of a lit- 
tle more than 63 pounds per day.
